Mr. Cunningham 
Mr. Powers 


On this question of the military implications of your 
equipment for example your personal equipment, did 
they raise any question about where was the U. S. Air 
Force insignia on your helmet or any of that business ? 
No 

Did they know it had been painted or - 

They didn't say anything about it so apparently - 
apparently they didn't notice it wasn't there or should 
have been there or - but 

How Pee your 1173 card, your Air Force civilian 
identification card? 

I had it with me. 

Did they - well, this said on it that you were DA civ I 
think.

Cunningham: Um - hum, I gather you might have, it seems to me 


I sort of got the -- on this thing. But the timing on that, 
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when did that happen? That was what July ? 

First of July. 

Ah - the ah - you had heard of this incidence I gather, 
had you not? 

At the trial 

Oh. 

First time. It surprises - it was really a Surprise to me, 
You - I don't know whether I recall this correctly or not, 
you've already said - you explained their interest in the 
communications both air-borne and others ah - was 
there a great deal of interest on their part in the 
composition for example of the detachment security 
force, How many security officers did you have and 
that sort of thing? 

They asked a bunch of questions about that which I 

had no information on because I really didn't know

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And did they ask such things as do they carry guns and 
all that sort of thing?

told them a pistol. They wanted to know if there were 
any tommy guns or rifles. I believe they said tommy 
guns, I'm not sure. Ah = and as far as I knew there 
wasn't, Ah ~- how it was arranged and I told them a 
fence around it.

Did 
you fly in, walk in, drive in that sort of thing or - 

I don't remember Let's see. I really don't remember 
whether they ah covered that or not,

I don't remember, it seems like to me that they weren't 
so much interested in the training of learning to fly 

the airplane, but the intelligence training that I had 
gotten, 

I see, 

And ah I told them that I had never received any 
intelligence training, That I was just a pilot contractor. 
And If didn't mention that I had been through this ah ah 
course down ---- They don't know about that --- 


Did they quiz you on that in connection with the special 
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equipment in your survival packet. I mean the twenty two - 


They - oh that twenty two. They went over item by item 
what was this for and what's this used for. They came 
out ~ you know these little fire starters for igniting wet 
wood, it was an incinerator device with the inginuation 
that you can set fires to buildings with it and so forth 
and this twenty two ah 

Was used to kill women and babies with I suppose -- 
Well, it was for x»eexmx assassination, but I could never 
convince them that the only thing I wanted that gun for 
was to hunt with, 

Hunt quietly with. 

Yah. That's what I tried to tell them but even during 
the trial this judge interrupted me I think when I was 
trying to explain that I only intended to use that gun to 
hunt with and he wontoudd that I can't do much hunting 
at 25 meters or something like that.

all, the military type uniforms, 


Cunningham: One thing that we were trying to get a make on that 
particular day through various and sundry sources was 
how soon after you had arrived at Sverdlovsk did the 
special abroarx aircraft come to get you? 

Powers: It wasn't a special aircraft. 


Cunningham: It wasn't a special aimuxxnftx aircraft. 


Powers: It was a commercial aircraft, 
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Cunningham: It was, really? What kind, do you recall? 

Powers: A twin jet ah I don't what it's called but ah the - 

Cunningham: The big, great big mother wasn't it? 

Powers: No, it was a twin engine jet - the first Soviet jet 
aircraft, airline I think. I'm sure it wasn'ta special 
aircraft because we were in a little compartment 
to ourselves but they were ah ah other people in the 
back. 

Cunningham: You mean like ‘passengers. 

Powers; And it was just ah it was oh 30 minutes or an hour after, 
Well I don't know ----- 

Cunningham: The reason being that we had attxex attempted to 


establish through the embassy in Moscow which we 
thought we had done - there's a special air mission 
group kena there in Moscow which flies the important 
people around and that afternoon the embassy had 
reported that they had discovered the - one of these 
aircraft that is normally there, a special air mission 
airplane was gone and it - they discovered it having 
returned again that evening and by virtue of calculating 


when they first missed it and when it came back they had 
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mukiex estimated that it had been dispatched up to 
Sverdlovsk because it was T 104 as I recall which is a - 
Well I don't know what - 

big - this is a great big bihacdkdy bloody airplane that ~ 
this - bigger than am a 707, 

Well I haven't seen it sol --- 

Ah well you know like a -+-- 

But ah - it's the one + 

If you had to estimate how many people it waurkdocemopx 
minat carried what would your guess have been? 

Well they had three seats a at least one side and I 
think maybe two on the other I'm not sure and this 
compartment had seats here, three seats here, 

three seats here and a table in the middle and I think 
there were only two seats ah the row of seats was two 
seats wide on the other side and we were right up near 
the front of the compartment. 

That's a fairly standard configuration. 

Ah there was a stewardess on the airplane and the 


pilot was not in military uniform or anything but ah- 
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-~- in other words, 

And they kept the curtain pulled but there were a lot 
of people in the back, When they g# brought me out to 
the airport, stopped at the gate a while, drove me out 
to the feo front - I think it had two loading ramps, 
one in the back and one in the front. 

Yah, that's the one --- 

And hurried me very fast, made me run up the steps 
into the compartment, 

Would you say it was about the size ofka a DC 4, C 54, 
or would it be bigger than that% in your recollection? 
Well it's a good sized aircraft but only bye eter : 
Yah the inboard mount is --+ 

Uh - huh built into the wings. I think it's the first jet 
airplane they've built ~ se a jet passenger airplane, 
But I really don't know how big it was. I'd say maybe 
bigger than a C 54 from looking at it from the outside, 
the fuselage - 

About the size of the 121 you came back in do you think 
or - 


Oh, I don't think it was quite that long, but = see I couldn't 
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Powers: see inside, I sat there and a saw it through the car 


window they had the curtains pulled around but I could 


see through the front and ah but I feel sure it was a 


passenger airplane because there were a lot of people 


in the back and they didn't let anyone come through there, 


Cunningham: I gather though they had sent somebody down from Moscow 


presumably to escort you back had they or - 


Powers: Well I don't know where these people - when I got to 


Sverdlovsk these people were there, and they searched 
again and that's where they found this needle, this pin. 


Cunningham: axk And they quizzed you did they aboutshtke the needle 


right then and there or did they -+- 


Powers: No, they didn't quiz me about it there - in fact, they were 


trying to establish who I was and this is the first time 


they had an interpreter there to speak to. 


Cunningham: Good English? 


Powers: Not very good, so he wasn't ~ 
Cunningham: Sort of like out in the boondocks you didn't have -- 
Powers: I think he was a local - probably a local man who just 


probably a local KDB man that spoke English but he 


wasn't - it wasn't his job to speak English. He accompanied 


fo 
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me to Moscow also, there were five of them. One was a 
military umijoram uniform. I think major or something 
like that. The other - maybe there were just four, there 
were just four of them, 

Frank let = me ask you one question which I'm sure there 
will be shades of this question that people will try to 

ask you for a long time to come but in connection 

with this which - the fact that you retained the needle 
there, what did you retain it for ? 

Well - 

Why did you not throw the whole shabang away ? 

Well I thought maybe I might need it, 

Did you seriously at any point during that brief interlude 
consider using it? 

Well I thought about it zuxtke in the parachute descending 
and well it's a pretty hard decision to make, The only 
reason I took the thing was I wanted to be able to retain 
the thing as ak long as possible and I expected to be 
tortured, expected - that was the big fear in my iox 
mind, and I wanted to try to have that in case this stuff

was the reaction of you pilots to the device since we'd 
akk already had these other ones out there which I gather 
weren't to terribly popular. 

No, I think most people refused to carry them. 

Yah, There's a humorous antidote I think xhockx John, 
which I suppose can go on here about one of the boys 
who had a habit of eating lemon drops ah this was 
Carmen, you remember little [ and ah he 
used to keep a supply of these with these English lemon 


drops in his pocket and this was up at -- so he'd sneak 
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these damn things and climb out you know and pop open and 
shove it in and shut it ig and xuxk suck on it because he 
was a guy who used alot of sugar and when he was 
descending or anything like that he'd fx fill his mouth 

with these, well one day he was - he reached in and 
fortunately for him the drops were xk rough to the

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remember, I remember the guy, he was a lieutenant 
colonel and he said, well Carmen I thought you'd need it 
sol putitin your flight suit and ah sneaked it in. Course 
that was one of the reasons by the way, why we really 
started reconfiguring this whole concept was knowing 

that guys eat candy and the damn thing hada 

configuration like candy. We wanted to get something 

that was not the same configuration where you actually had 
to go through a rehearsal in order to use it. 

We had a briefing on that --- 

Did you - you elected this didn't you, you yourself? 

Yes, I chose to take it. Well, it was asf 25X1A9A 
told us, in case of torture you might want to do this, 

you might want to use it, if we - and it sounded good to 
me, I figured that maybe in case of torture I would want to. 
And the possibility of being able to use it as a weapon 

he suggested that and -- 

Ah I used to - I told Kelly today we were talking about it 

in the car coming up I said that it it was sort ofa - 

he'd asked me some questions about it and I said that it 


was like a hat pin, you could get on the elevator with it 
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Cunningham: and stick some guy in the seat of the pants with it as you 
were going up and by the time you got to the third floor 
he'd be through. He said gee that was kind of rapid 
wasn't it, and I said yah. 

Powers: Well I think they estimated in their tests of that ah ah 
poison I guess it was a minute or something like that. 

Cunningham: Yah, that's the outside time. It's all related to blood 
circulation. How long it takes the blood to get to the 
heart. 

Powers: _Oh well, it would have taken just a fraction of mine at 
that time, my heart was just - but I'd never had any 
instructions to use it and it'd never been told that it 
was necessary to use it, it was strictly up to to me, 

Cunningham: Well this of course was the whole thing which I suspect 
has not been fully understood by the press, and I'm not 
sure they wanted to ma understand it all the time, was 
that in a Christian Judaic civilization the concept of 
manditory suicide is completely unhospitable with the 
whole orientation of that particular civilization, I can 
see why it would pexp ka perhaps seem more reasonable 


to them, with their particular views on human life, but 
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Cunningham: there - this is the one thing for example when the press

Did you sit in on those briefings, I gather you did most of

I got briefed just before the flight and I didn't have time to 
do all of this because I was busy. They & didn't know that 


I had studied the route maybe a week before. 


Did they ever indicate to you in the course of your debriefing 


Frank, that they were concerned more about this 
particular flight than about any other one. In other words, 
any imprints that you could draw from what they said 

that you were coming close to pay dirt in their estimate 

by ae ee of the fact that you came to Sverdlovsk?
